Tlie 
plan or co-oi)Crntlng marketln); to to- 
bacco prescnieil l,j A.udii Saplro, co- 
operative iiiarketinB expert of Call-

ed In a resolution adopted by the 
meeting. 

A temporary committee was then 
appointed to begin immediately work 
of organising under the plan. 

Tobacco growers and representa- 
tives from every loljacco growing sec- 
tion of tin: counlry were present at 
Jlio conference, h<'l(l under auspices of 
flio Kentucky Farm liun'aii i''ci|era- 
tlon, and approveii tlie plan, outlined 
follows: 

1. A marketing association, com- 
posed solely of actual growers and 
managed by' directors, two members 
of which shall be chosen by public offl- 
otala to represent the public at ail 
meetings. 

2. — A warehouse corporation, iiold- 
ing stock as follows nnd owned by the 
i!.'irli>'ling nssocialien : 

1.1) .Non. voting slock, preferred, 
luiicil li> hanks or tiy private invest- 
ors and divided into five classes, one 
class to lie retired e.ich year frcnn tin; 
iiroci'cdH of tobacco passing through 
ihe wareiiouse. Dividends are guar- 
anteed. 

(b) Voting common stock, which 
shall be Issued to growers, dollar for 
dollar as the preferred stock is ro- 
tired. Nine shares shall be issued to 
directors. 

(c) The warehousing curporation 
shall be contrcdled liy the marketing 
associalion, ll shall iiial.r a < ross con- 
tract to cover costs of operating ex- 
penses and lor money to retire pre- 
ferred stock. 

3. — The grower agrees to sell all to- 
bacco to the association tor Ave years. 
If a lien Is given, tho marketing asso- 
ciation shall own the crop Jointly with 
the ;eln I){Dlder for the benefit of both. 
The assooiation shall grade all tobac- 
co and establish n pool for each type 
and grade. 

4. — The association shall sell all to- 
bacco and return Ihe proceeds to the 
grower.^, niinu.s operating expenses 
and (leilnclliiris In retire preferred 
stock Kvery grower shall get the 
same return tor a similar quantity and 
quality of tobacco.

STABTUHO OOHDmON OF OMMINAL CARELESSNESS 

The finding in the official investigation of the disastrous Toi t- 
land wreck that cost over a score of lives is startlmg in at least on. 
feature. The blame is fixed without equivocation on the engineer ..I 
tiie Michigan Central train which ran its cargo of human freight 
directly in front of the train having the right of way. The judg- 
ment was that he ran the block set against him with the signal lights 
showing unmistakably. The fireman is made accessoiy before the 
fact in that he carelessly misread the signals and gave the engmoer 
"clear" when the track was plainly blocked. The engineer snnply 
took his work. The finding is by the Bureau of Safety of the Inter- 
state Cuuunerce Commission. It is in accord with the earUer charges 
and the virtual concessions made on the part of the Miehigau Central. 

That in itself is a most damning showing for men having in then- 
charge hundreds of human lives. It is of course criminal careless 
nesa in the meaning of the law- But deplorable and inexcusable as is 
this sustained charge, it is lost in the startling revelations that this 
sort of carelessness was not the exception but the rule with this par 
tieular train crew. That the railroad company's records show in- 
stance after instance of like derelictions. The engineer had been 
four times suspended for infraction of safety regulations and the 
lireman had been similarly disciplined at times for like carelessness. 
In spite of this these two men, the former also having been declared 
to have defective vision, were continued in positions upon which de- 
pended daily, hourly, the safety, even the lives of hundreds of trust- 
ing passengers paying the raflroad for safe conveyance. 

Taking chances on human lives is all too eommon a practice by 
those who invite human confidence for profit. It is a cii.slom that 
ought to be drastically discouraged.
